Filling Lip the Creek B ed 


The filling up of the creek bed of 
the south fork, at its ju nction with 
the middle fork, is causing a good 
deal of uunoyanco and troublo. 
The 
attention of the grand j u ry was called 
to the matter when 
thnt body was 
in session last week, an d they brought 
the matter to the notice of the city 
authorities. 
The creek bed is rapid­ 
ly lllling up with the sand from the 
Zeila mill. 
The fall between 
the 
mill and 
the ju n ction of the two 
oreoks is so slight, and the tailings so 
heavily charged 
with 
silt that the 
heavy materal is dropped along the 
channel. 
This tilling up process has 
raecbed such a pass at the juuotiou 
of the middle fork, t h a t it forms a 
sort of dam causing t h e water of the 
latter stream to back up. 
There is 
not enough clear water used to carry 
away tho debris. 
The shortage of the 
rainfall last season, 
and 
the 
total 
absence of anything lik e a freshet, 
has accentuated 
the 
trouble. 
Au 
effort is being made to íelieve the 
situation by cutting a ditch in the 
creek bed, but this is merely a make 
shift. 
No water cau be bad Irom the 
Standard 
Electric 
Com pany 
in 
sufficient 
quantity 
to 
clear 
the 
channel of the accum ulated debris. 
No oue is blamable in the matter, 
and the hope of salvation rests with 
nature in providing a good hood next 
winter to sweep the ta iling down the 
stream.

The disposition to decry and abuse 
the foreign, 
non-EDglish 
speaking 
population 
of 
Amador is heavily 
overdone. 
Our Sutter Creek ootem- 
porary seems to be dead-set against 
the A ustrian element, “ cattle” as he 
terms them, who never “ patronize n 
tailor or a white man’s store.” 
Such 
denunciation is worse than useless — 
it is barmtui. 
No doubt it would 
be 
preferable to have all Euglish s p e a k ­ 
ing people at work iu our mines. 
Hut we haven’t, aud cannot hope to 
have for many years to come. 
F or 
some reason, 
known to employers, 
tbis class is the most available for 
certain manual labor in the mines. 
It is a condition, and not a theory 
that faces it. Abuse will not mend it, 
but te nd rather to create class hatred. 
The Austrian residents, we are 
i n ­ 
formed by Mr Kilgore, the United 
States 
immigration 
agent 
now in 
Jaoksou for the express purpose of 
gathering statistics relative to this 
element, possesses all the essential 
requisites for good citizens. 
I t is 
not tru e that they do not patronize 
tailors. 
In Jackson they are am ong 
the best patrons of the tailor, 
and 
probably the same will hold good 
with regard to Sutter Creek. 
That they are clannish, associating 
exclusively with those of their own 
lace, may be true. 
Hut what else cau 
they do. 
What would an American 
do iu P a r is or Pekin. 
Would he r u n 
after the natives, unable to speak or 
understand a word of their language? 
Naturally, he would seek the A m e r i­ 
can colony, and keep as close thereto 
as the A ustrian element here d o to 
themselves. 
It is a case of necessity 
with tkeui. 
And iu a great measure, 
t.he fact th a t they trade with th e ir 
own class is explainable iu the same 
way. 
They go where they cau u n d e r ­ 
stand what is said, aud ruako t h e m ­ 
selves understood. 
What is ueeded is Home elfort to 
educate th is class iu the rudiments of 
the E nglish language. 
if a n ig h t 
school were established, where th ey 
could be giveu instructions in the 
English language sufficiently to e n ­ 
able 
th e m 
to become 
naturalized 
citizens, they would assimilate with 
Americans 
just uh quickly ua any 
other foreign element. 
Not u single 
effort is being mude in this direction, 
aud it offers the only real cure for 
the evils. 
If the sume am ount of 
time uud energy 
expended iu 
u n ­ 
merited abuse, were Hpent in try in g 
to instru ct them, we would soon see 
<t different state of ulfulrs, and there 
would be little ground left ter the 
charge of nou-ussimiiutiou.

In the news columns, under the 
head of California, 
may he noticed 
au anouneement to the effect that the 
Keystone mine at Amador City, is 
under option for th e sum of 8200,000, 
with some minor details as to pay­ 
ments. 
This is a very commonplace 
statement such as may be read in the 
columns of the m in in g journals and 
the newspapers a t alm ost any time, 
but in this case, t h e simple statement 
that a sale has been made, tentatively 
—dependent presumably on the result 
of further develo pment—is of more 
than ordiuary interest, for the Key­ 
stone has iu years gone by been one 
of California’s most famous mines, 
i t is situated at Amador City, Ama­ 
dor county, 
and 
is on the gteat 
Mother Lode, which strikes through 
Uve counties of the state, 
i t was one 
of the early miDes of Amador county 
and had made a good record of pro­ 
duction in the sixties. 
ft was first 
opened in 1851 and was worked con­ 
tinuously, though for the first fifteen 
years of its existence in a small way, 
still it produced during- that period 
over 
8700,000, 
from ore averaging 
about 816 a tou. 
i u iater years the 
mine produced largely, the 
output 
having 
reached 88,400,000 iu 1880, 
which amount has since been increas­ 
ed to over $16,000,000. 
The miue has 
probably no less ban 50,000 feet of 
development, which has been done on 
live dilterent veins. 
Its geology is an 
interesting study to the college stu d ­ 
ent aud to the professional engineer 
alike, for the Keystone vein-system, 
while not complex nevertheless in­ 
voice a number 
of nico points iu 
structural geology. 
Ordiuarily these 
line points are of little moment, but 
when they occur iu association with 
a miue that has produced over 816,­ 
000,000 in gold they assume immediate 
imporauce. 
A c urious fact that may 
be mentioned in th is connection is 
that the greater 
p art of this vast 
amount of gold—m ore than twenty- 
six tons—came from above the 600- 
foot level, although the workings of 
the miue extend to a depth of 1575 
feet at au inclination of about 60 
degrees. 


A little over a milo to thu South­ 
ward Hayward’s fam ous Eureka miue 
was worked 
witii large prolit to a 
depth of 2100 feet, producing over 
818,000,000 and the Keuuedy mine, 
two

beyond. 
has produced 
nearly $10,000,(100 an d today tho lower 
levels are 3000 feet vertically below 
the surface, uud the mine is still one 
of the largest producers iu the state. 
These facts indicate what groat posii 
tiiiities lie in thu unproved depths of 
the 
great Keystone miue, for Hie 
veins are still intact in Hie lower 
levels, 
though

taken seems

record 
of the great old 
mine, or 
when considering its immense possi­ 
bilities. 
We hope vet to see the Keystone re­ 
equipped aud operated 
with large 
profit under u vigorous an d accom­ 
plished management, for th e re is no 
evidence iu the world th a t the mine 
is exhausted, nor anything approach­ 
ing it. 
It is a notable fact th a t Hay­

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T H E TAX R A T E . 


The statement by the state authorities that a low tax rate 
for state purposes is usually followed by a higher rate for 
county purposes, is applicably to Amador this year. 
The 
reduction of 4y2 cents for the state fund has been added to 
local funds, so that there is no real reduction in the amount 
the taxpayers will be called upon to contribute for the m ain­ 
tenance of the governmental machinery, the total tax rate 
being $2 on the $100, the same as last year. 
There is a 
falling off, however, of nearly $7000 in the total revenue de­ 
rived from the property tax, on account of the shiinkage of 
the assessment roll, as will be seen from the following figures 
taken from the official records:

From this it appears that the only local funds for which 
increased expenditures have been provided for the current 
year are the current expense fund and the hospital fund, the 
first named to the extent of $444, and the latter to the tune 
of $3544. 
One excuse for this boosting of current expense 
fund is that costly criminal trials are pending, 
It must not 
be thought the above-named sum represents the sum total 
swallowed up in the current expenses of Amador county. 
Not by a long way. 
The moneys raised from sale of county 
licenses, from the fees collected by the several county officials 
and other items of income, all go iuto the capacious maw of 
this fund. 
It is safe to say that the total receipts of this fund 
alone will approximate if not exceed $50,000 per year—about 
one thousand dollars per week for the payment of official 
salaries and the incidental expenses. 
This is an average of 
nearly ten cents per week per capita of the entire population 
of the county for this one fuud, leaving out of the calculation 
roads, schools, and the support of indigents. 
Truly we are 
going some. The costs of local government have been piling 
up at an alarming rate of late years, without any correspond­ 
ing increase in the earning capacity of the taxpayers. 
Such 
a condition cannot continue indefinitely. 
That the people 
are gettiug tired of this one-sided business is manifest from 
the manner in which they rebel at auy proposition, however 
worthy in itself, that involves any increase of taxation.

you taste your blood or your (ears, 
which are the ex tract of blood, you 
will find that both are quite salt In 
flavor. More th an this, howevftr, every 
living being possesses within Ills body, 
in the cellular Stage, nil those strange 
marine organism s which we study so 
curiously In m useum s. 
And, seeing, 
says Oerosa, th n t the am ount of sen 
w ater contained In every body Is equal 
to one-third of th n t body’s weight. It Is 
clear that In th e lnflnlteslmnlly rudi­ 
mentary form all known marine life 
must be present In the lilood. The re­ 
sult Is thnt w hen we bathe in the sen 
or breathe the sen nir we replace the 
nmotint of essential salt which is con­ 
stantly decrcnslng In the system and, 
all unconsciously to ourselves, weak­ 
ening it. 
Salt w ater, says Gerosa, is 
really the main principle of life, since 
It is the first condition of existence 
which the living organism s knew. 
It 
Is therefore nlw nys good for the body, 
w hether it be enjoyed a t the seaside or 
brought in bottles from the sea. 
In 
particular is it very valuable in the 
case of wcnkllng children, and there Is 
no bodily stim u lan t so invigorating to 
the very young a s sea water.

ligh mountainous lands. 
Climate.—T h e climate of tho popn- 
ous portions of the county is us genial 
md healthful asean be found anywhere 
n California. 
As olimato is one of the 
nost valuable assets of this favored 
date in a ttra c tin g population, Amador 
tands second to no county in this re- 
:ird. 
It should, and no doubt will in 
ime, when its climatic advantages are 
note thoroughly understood and a p ­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
inly for those in less favored states, 
nut for the residents of other parts of 
allforuia. T h e tem perature alono the 
jntral portion rarely falls below 110 
logrees above zero In winter, and as 
arely rises to 100 degrees in the sutn- 
ncr. 
Snow seldom falls in tho settled 
llstricts, and never remains on tho 
round for m ore than a few hours. 
Of 
bourse, in tho high mountain regions 
¡>f eastern A m ador the snowfall is very 
leavy—which is characteristic of the 
ntire Sierra N evada range. Thesura- 
ner season is alway accompanied with 
ool nights; p erm ittin g of sound, re- 
reshing slum ber. 
Fogs are rare, ev- 
lones are unknow n, thunderstorms are 
nfrequent. 
Gold M ining.—T h e county, although 
ieh in other sources of wealth, com- 
jaratively untouched, is noted prin- 
ipally for h e r quartz mines. 
The 
leepcst gold m ines in America are lo- 
atcd here. 
T h e Kennedy mino is now 
aking gold in liberal quantities from 
[uartz extracted from a depth of over 
1000 feet below tho surface, with every 
ndication th a t tho pay-ore extends to 
i much g reater depth. 
Sinco the dis- 
overy of gold, th e county has contrib- 
ited fully $100,1X10000 to the world’s 
upply of the precious metal. 
The 
nines are still yielding a t the rate of 
ibout two million 
dollars annually. 
Nearly all of th is wealth is produced by 
sight'd- ten m ines operating on what 
s called the ‘’m o th e r lode,” stretching 
lear across th e county in a north-east- 
rly direction a distance of twenty 
niles. The m ines aggregate between 
00 and 500 stam ps, and furnish em- 
doyment for o v e r 1000 miners. 
This 
ndustry is still in its infancy. 
The 
inexptored territo ry , even along the 
naiu gold belt, is far in excess of the 
round th a t h a s actually been worked 
r prospected. 
T h e county offers to­ 
ny one of tho m ost inviting fields to 
le found anyw here in the world for the 
nvestment of capital in the fascinating 
íusiness of gold m ining, notaloue along 
he mother lode, but also in the almost 
intouched mineralized country ol the 
ast bolt, some ten or twelve miles from 
ho main lode. 
Besides gold, wo havo copper, de- 
josits of pottery, coal, imurbe, slate, 
imestone, granite, and soapstone or 
ale—all undeveloped.

create a sinking fund for tho payment, of said 
bonds; «ml providing for tho submission of 
this act to a vote of the people.I 
Thn people of the Stale of California, repre­ 
sented In senate and assembly, do enact as 
follows: 
S ectio n 1. 
For the purpos* of providing a 
fund for the paym ent of tho Indebtedness here­ 
by authorized to ho Incurre.1 by tlio board of 
state harbor commissioners for the erection of 
wharves, plors. seawall, state railroad, spurs 
and appurtenances In thn city and county of 
San Francisco, at a cost not to exceed two 
million dollars (which said wharves, piers, sea 
wall, statu railroad, spurs and uppurteiyinccui 
the hoard of sta te harbor commissioners uro 
hero by empowered to construct in the m anner 
authorized l\v law , and at u cost not, to exceed 
said two m illion dollars), thn state treasurer 
shall Immediately after tho Issuance of the 
proclamation of the governor, provided for in 
section 10 hereof, prepare two thousand s u it­ 
able bonds of the State of Californio, In the de­ 
nomination of one thousand dollars each T he 
whole Issue of said bonds shall not exceed thn 
sum of two mi ilion dollars, find said Inonds 
shall bear intoruut, at the rato of four per 
centum per annum , from tho tim e of said sale 
thereof, and both principal and Interest sh all 
be payable In gold coin of tho present standard 
value, niui they shall ho payable at the ofllce 
of the state treasurer, at the expiration of 
nineteen years from their date, subject, liow- 
ovor.to redem ption by lot as in this act herein­ 
after provided. Said bonds shall hour dato tho 
second day of January, A I) nineteen huudred 
and nine, and shall he tnado payable on the 
second day of January, A 1) nineteen huudred 
and (twenty-eight.

THE “LAST SUPPER.” 


Singular S to ry of the M asterpiece of 
Leonardo da Vinci. 
Moldering away on the wall of the 
old monastery in Milan, Italy, hnngs 
the famous “Last Supper” of Leonardo 
da Vinci. Like every masterpiece, the 
painting required many years of pa­ 
tient labor, and as a result of that 
labor it Is perfect In Its naturalness 
of expression and sublime in its story 
of love. In addition to these qualities, 
It has an incident in its history that 
contributes not a little toward making 
It the great teacher that it is. 
It Is said that the artist, in painting 
the faces of the apostles, studied the 
countenances of good men whom he 
knew. When, however, he was ready 
to paint the face of Jesus in the pic­ 
ture he could find noue that would 
satisfy his conception. The face that 
would serve as a model for the face of 
Christ must be dignified iu its sim ­ 
plicity and majestic in its sweetness. 
After several years of careful search 
the painter happened to meet one. 
Pietro Bandinetli, n choir boy of ex­ 
quisite voice, belonging to the cathe­ 
dral. 
Being struck by the beautiful 
features and tender manner that be­ 
spoke an angelic soul, the artist in­ 
duced the boy to be the study for the 
painting of the face of Jesus. 
All was done most carefully and 
reverently, but the picture was as yet 
incomplete, for the face of Judas was 
absent. Again the painter, with the 
zeal of a true lover of his art. set about 
In search of a countenance that might 
serve for tbe face of the traitor. Some 
years passed before his search was re­ 
warded and the picture finally com­ 
pleted. As the artist was about to dis­ 
miss the 
miserable and degraded 
wretch who had been his awful choice 
the man looked up at him and said. 
“You have painted me before.” Hor­ 
rified and dumb with amazement, the 
painter learned that the man was Pie­ 
tro Bandinelli. During those Interven­ 
ing years Pietro had been at Rome 
studying music, had met with evil 
companions, had given himself up to 
drinking and gnuibllng, had fallen into 
shameful dissipation and crime. The 
face that now was the model for the 
face of Judas had once been the model 
for the face of Christ. — Brooklyn 
Eagle.

500 short of the voters enrolled two 
years ago—a tremendous shrinkage. 
Of course the county has not lost 
either 
in 
population 
or qualified 
voters anything like 
th a t number. 
The shortage 
is attrib u ted to two 
things. 
F’irst, 
the •'ailing off in 
naturalization. 
This year not more 
th an 
20 
or 
30 nlieus 
have been 
naturalized, whereas formerly it wus 
custom ary 
betweeu 
two uud throe 
hu n d red to get ou the register pre­ 
ceding a national election.¿The aliens 
are here iu as great force as eret. but 
most ot them are unable to meet tbe 
requirem ents of being able to road 
and write the English language. 
The other militatiug fact is apathy 
of voters.

So the Coroner's Jury Found In the 
Case of Frank Bamert. 


From Robert Fleming, who o b ta in ­ 
ed his information direct from 
the 
parties 
who 
were 
present at 
the 
Hamert place in Alpine county when 
the tragedy occurred there last week 
resulting in 
the 
death 
of 
F rank 
Haruort, we are able to givo the title 
account of the sad affair, the p arti­ 
culate being somewhat different from 
those given 
in these columna last 
week, 
The report that the deceased 
had trouble with tho lorest ranger is 
without foundation. 
lie was on Hie 
best of terms with that official. 
The 
other 
report that 
some m is u n d e r ­ 
standing 
existed 
with the Alpine 
authorities about the migratory tax 
is also unconfirmed, 
and probably 
equally groundless. 
His relatives do 
not know 
of bis 
having bad any 
trouble with any one. 
On tho m o r n ­ 
ing of the 
tragedy 
ho seemed 
as 
hearty and cheerful as he ever was. 
No complaiut about feeling sick was 
made by Him. 
The shooting occurred 
shortly after one 
o’clock Monday, 
September 21st. 
The victim retired 
to bis room about one o’clock, 
leav­ 
ing in the room adjoining Mrs Ed. 
Hamert, 
her 
sister 
Mies 
Maggie 
Fleming and brother Harry Fleming. 
Hd. Hamert 
was in the pasture a 
short distance from tbe dwelling at 
tbe time. 
A pistol shot was beard 
by Hairy Fleming, but no Dotice was 
taken of It, as tbe two brothers often 
engaged 
in 
target 
shooting 
for 
practice. 
After beiug absent half an 
hour or more, Edward Hamert, who 
bad 
entered 
tbe 
dwelling in the 
meantime, went to his room, nnd was 
horriHed to find his brother F ran k 
dead, witb blood still issuing troin a 
pistol wound 
in his head, slightly 
above the right ear. 
The body was 
still warm, and tbe fatal weapon lay 
by the body. 
The course was almost 
straight inward, slightly upward. 
A 
piece of oily rag was near by, gives 
ground for tbe belief that tbe viotlm 
was in tbe aet of cleaning tbe piutol 
at tbe 
time. 
The almost straight 
course of the bullet is explained on 
tbe theory that when the accident 
occurred he was in the act of bending 
forward, aud accidentally struck the 
pistol aguinst the table, thereby d is­ 
charging it with fatal consequences.

coroner 
of 
Alpine 
couuty 
could n o t be reached, 
A co ro n e r’s 
inquest was held, however, au official 
from Reno being called to the eoeue 
for that purpose at the same tim e as 
tbe undertaker was summoned from 
tbe same city to embalm the remains. 
After hearing the testimony tbe jurv 
returned a verdict ot death resulting 
fiom the accidental discharge ot a 
pistol.

nfflimution of those who pretend to 
know everything now? 
The d istan ce from Paris to London 
is great for a man who can only walk, 
aud was even insurmountable before 
boats were invented; it is nothing to 
electricity. 
The distance from th e 
earth to tbe m oon is great with our 
present ways 
of locomotion; 
it. is 
nothing to attractio n —iu fact, 
trom 
nn absolute p o in t of view, the space 
which separntes us from Sirius is n o t 
a greater p a rt of infinity than the 
distance tro m Paris to Versailles, nr 
from your left eyo to your right. 
The spneo which 
seems to exist 
between tbe earth and tbe moon, or 
between tbe earth aud Mars, or even 
between tbe earth aud Sirius, is only 
an illusion, tho u g h to tbe insufficiency 
of our perceptions the 
moou acts 
constantly u pon tbe earth and moves 
it perpetually; tho attraction of Mara 
lor our plnnet is equally great, 
and 
we in our tu r n disturb Mars in its 
course in su b m ittin g to tbe inffueuce 
of the moon. 
We act upon tbe sun 
itself a id 
m ake it move as if we 
touched it. 
By virtue of attraction the moon 
causes the e a rth to turn every mouth 
around 
the 
common 
center 
of 
gravity, a p o in t which travels 1700 
kilometers below tbe surface of tbe 
globe. 
Tbe ea rth causes tbe sun to 
turn an n u ally 
around its com mon 
center of g rav ity , situated 456 k ilo ­ 
meters from tb e center of the sun. 
All tbe worlds act upon each other 
perpetually, so that there is no iso la­ 
tion, no real separate between them. 
Instead of being a void 
separating 
tbe worlds from one another, space 
Is rather a co n necting link. 
Now. if attra c tio n thus establishes 
a real p eip etu al, active and in disput­ 
able 
com aiunicatioD 
betweeu 
the 
earth and its sisters inimmensity, 
as 
proved by th e exactness of astron­ 
omical observance, I do not see by 
what right p rete n d ed positivists can 
declare that n o com munication can 
he possible between two beings, more 
or less 
d is ta n t 
from 
each other, 
either on tbe ea rth or in two differ­ 
ent worlds. 
Gan not tw o brains that vibrate in 
unison at a d istan ce ot many k ilo ­ 
meters be moved by tbe same psychio 
foroes?

Typewriting by Air Power.— Sim pli­ 
fied Metui Plating.- A Problem of 
Photography.--Wheat as a Per- 
enuinl. — A New Piano. — Kisk of 
Being 
Buried 
Alive.— Musical 
Sounds on n Screen.— How the 
North Polo Vibrates. 


A novelty recently shown at the 
Berlin Exhibition of inventions was 
the compressed air typewriter, which 
is without springs and levers to wear 
out and break, and has 80 per cent 
less parts tliau the ordinary lever 
machine. The horizontal type-wheel, 
with letters sliding radially outward, 
rotates constantly around a vertical 
shaft. 
Below the type-wbeei, and 
rotating with it, is a vane, which has 
a channel taking air from the source 
of supply and branching to the dia­ 
phragm chamber inside the type- 
wbeei. In its rotation the vane passes 
around the inner periphery of a Uxed 
ring which has openings connected by 
tubes to the koys. I he air from the 
rotating vane normally passes through 
these openings and escapes from the 
keys, but when the finger covers the 
aperture in the key, the air is forced 
baok into the tube, and the pressure 
produoud as the vane passes the closed 
tube pushes out the diaphragm, press­ 
ing the letter opposite against the 
papor on the platen. Only a touch of 
the finger is necessary, the air doing 
the work, printing the character in 
the 1-120 of a- second. 
While the 
type-wheel is operating as usual, an 
automatic 
duplicating attachment 
can be made to perfornte a paper 
pattern, and as this is passed over 
the keyboard the perforations cause 
the machine to icproduce the writing, 
any number of successive copies be­ 
ing possible. 
An electrio or water 
motor gives compessed air for a tew 
cents a day. 
Ilie new method by which a Berlin 
company plates iron aDd other metals 
with lead, zinc, tin and their alloys 
seems to be remarkably simple and 
effective. 
After the object to be 
coated is thoroughly cleaued, the 
finely pulverized plating metal, mixed 
with a suitable liquid, is applied as a 
paint, which is dried and then fused 
by a gas-fiamo or in a furnace. 
A 
pound of the metal paint gives an 
even, rust-proof coating for nearly 
100 feet of old or new surface. 
Photography in the dark offers an 
interesting field for the inquisitive 
amateur. 
In the experiments of Dr. 
Kussel, sensitive plates have been 
strougly impressed in total darkness 
when pluced near or in contact with 
leaves, flowers, seeds, stems and 
tubers of many plants, the exposure 
varying from a few miuutes to more 
than 18 hours, and action being 
quickened by beat up to 130 degrees 
1*'. Even leaves that hud been dried 
between blotting paper for three years 
gave u faint impression. 
Sap is very 
ootive in affecting the plates, as is 
also the oil of nuts, especially on 
oxidation. 
Castor oil, however, is 
inactive even after months of ex­ 
posure to air. and no effect is pro­ 
duced by some plant parts—such as 
the cotyicdous of beaus and the outer 
envelopes of some fruits—nor by such 
substances as starch cellulose, gum, 
sugar, pith and pollen. 
That the 
phenomena arc not duo to radio 
activity has been proven by the fact 
that interposing u sheet of glass or 
mica prevents all action. The effects 
are ascribed by Dr. Kussel 
to 
hydrogen 
peroxide— or dioxide,— 
which many investigators have found 
to ho ono of the first produots of 
plant growth, and gonorated by tu r­ 
pentine and other resins, and is so 
activo that one part in a million 
parts of water attects a photographic 
plate iu 21 hours in the dark. 
By uis 
new 
method ot wheat 
farming, 
Gen. 
Levitsky, of the 
Russian army, cluims to produce an 
enormous yield of grain and uu- 
usnally stout straw, and believes 
that he has converted the plant into 
a perennial, lie simply sows singlo 
gruius at the bottom of conical pits 
12 to 18 iucbos deep. 
The seed is 
barely covered with earth, and as the 
leaf appears above ground it is just 
covered, the operation beiug repeated 
five or six times, until the pit is full, 
iu this way us many as 13,(183 shoots 
have been obtained from oue grain. 
'The piano is improved aud its 
sound increased, according to the 
claim of J. Cadenbauh, a Ueruiuu 
inventor, 
by 
the plan of letting 
wooden cups into the hack of the 
suuudiug board. 
iu declaring that cases ot pro- 
mature burial are by no means so 
rare us is commonly supposed, Dr. 
J. Brindley James, a British physi­ 
cian, probably does not voice the be­ 
lief or experience ot medioui men iu 
geuerul. 
Thiiteeii different tests to 
show 
whether death bus leully 
occurred are given by Dr. Junius, 
aud he udvises that, utter these have

One 
of the tests Is the injection of 
fluorescln, which turns the fkin a 
deep yellow and the eyes an emciald 
green ii life is still present. 
Hliock 
by electricity, applying hot sealing 
wax and Injecting ammonia are other 
means taken to bring out life indica­ 
tions, and examination with X rays 
shows a clearly defined shadow of the 
heart only when that organ is motion­ 
less. Even cessation ol nreathlnc and 
stoppage of the henrt, however, eio 
not absolute proof of death. 
Cbhsr 
ih support ot this statement ate cited, 
and It seems to bo very likely to bn 
found true In apparent death from 
drowning. 
The ncoustin oscillograph, the new 
devine of an English invontor, gives 
an audience n visible representation 
of the music they are hearing. A 
small mirror is oscillated by the 
vibration to a phonograph diaphragm, 
and reflects a beam ot light to an­ 
other mirror, which, rotating uni­ 
formly, throws it upon a screen. The 
light ray, as thus projected, gives oil 
the screen a luminous curve, con­ 
stantly changing to correspond with 
the musical sounds. 
For a number of years the OECilla- 
tiou of the earth’s uxis has been 
watched at special observatories at 
half a dozen places along the parallel 
of 33 degrees north latitude. A report 
made by Tb. Albrecht shows that 
since 1300 the greatest shifting of the 
pole has been about 40 feet, the 
vibration having I,ecu very slight iu 
1900, but increasing considerably by 
1903-4, reaching a second minimum 
about 1305 7, and being now near an­ 
other maximum.

>j03(4 times. Both answers are wrong. 
It requires but twenty-three hours 
nnd fifty-six minutes for the earth to 
tnako one complete turn, nnd It makes 
•W.'i turns during the year. The rr- 
ror springs frc’.r. n wrong idea of what 
Is meant by a day. 
The tiny Is not, as Is commonly sup­ 
posed, llie time required by the earth 
lo make one turn on Its axis, but the 
interval between two successive pas­ 
sages of the sun across the meridian— 
that Is to say, the time which elapses 
after the sun Is seen exactly south In 
its diurnal course through the beavemt 
before It Is again seen In that position. 
Now, In consequence of the earth's 
revolution in its orbit or path round 
tlio sun, the sun has the appearance 
of moving very slowly in the heavens 
iu a direction from east to west. At 
noon tomorrow the sun will be a short 
distance to the east of the point In the 
heavens at which it is seen at noon 
today, so that when the earth has 
made one complete turn it will still 
have to turn four minutes longer be­ 
fore the sun cun again be seen exactly 
south. 


THE ANCIENT SPARTANS. 


ESTABLISHED 1855. 


They Flogged Men Who Grew Too F«t 
For Military Service. 
Among the nnelent Spartans every­ 
thing was considered secondary to mil­ 
itary efficiency, and with a view' to se­ 
curing this the hoys and men were by 
law kept In a continual state of “train­ 
ing.” No deformed child was allowed 
to live. Boys were taken from their 
homes and subjected to mllltnry regu­ 
lations at the age of seven. They were 
compelled to wear the same single gar­ 
ment winter and summer. At twenty 
they joined the ranks and from that 
age till they reached sixty were re­ 
quired to dine nt the public tables, 
where only a certain quantity wns sup­ 
plied for each man. The magistrates 
Interfered in absurdly small matters. 
They regulated the degree of fatness to 
which it was lawful for any citizen to 
extend his body. 
Those who dared to grow too fat or 
too soft for military service and exer­ 
cise were sometimes soundly flogged. 
Aellan In his history relates that 
Nauclls, son of Poly tus, was brought 
before the epbors (magistrates) and the 
whole assembly of Sparta, and “his un­ 
lawful fatness" was publicly exposed, 
and lie was threatened with perpetual 
banishment if he did not bring his 
body within the regular Spartan com­ 
pass and give up the culpable mode 
of living, which was declared to be 
more worthy of an Ionian than a 
Spartan. 
Clock and Watch Freaks. 
“A watch Isn’t exactly dirty when It 
requires cleaning.” says a watchmaker. 
“It may need cleaning when it hasn’t 
even been worn. 
“A common cause of this is that the 
oil in the works has dried up aud be­ 
come sticky, causing the watch to go 
slow or even to stop. Iu this case it 
not only wants cleaning, but also the 
addition of fresh oil. 
“The best oil for this purpose is ob­ 
tained from the jawbone of a porpoise 
or kindred fish. Many watchmukers 
mix their own oil from various kinds. 
“Clocks also stop for no apparent 
reason. During a thunderstorm, for 
Instance, a clock may stop, only resum­ 
ing work when miuutes, days or even 
weeks have passed. 
“Thunderstorms, again, have been re­ 
sponsible for the restarting of old 
clocks which have apparently retired 
altogether from active service.”—Lon­ 
don Answers. 


Brides and Wet W eather. 
A Breton bride rather likes to have a 
wet wedding. It is held to signify that 
all her tears are now shed and that 
she will therefore have a happy mar­ 
ried life. I know of no similar belief 
In the British isles. 
The Erza of Simbirsk call the day 
before the wedding the weeping day, 
aud the bride and her girl friends weep 
all they can. with the idea. It would 
seem, of getting the mourning of life 
over so that only joy may remain. 
The Bada gas of the Neilgherries at­ 
tain the same end by sousing the bride 
with water. Some Greek tribes have 
a similar belief iu the virtue of a 
drenching bringing good fortune.

Every continent on the globe, with 
the. exception of Australia, produces 
wild roses. There can bo little doubt 
that the rose Is oue of the oldest flow­ 
ers In the world, perhaps grown from 
the wind blown seeds lu paradise. In 
Egypt It Is depleted on numbers of 
early bas-reliefs, dating from 3000 to 
3500 B. C. itosewater, or the essence of 
roses, is meutioued by Ilouier iu the 
“Iliad.” ami the flower Is spoken of In 
tho Proverbs of Solomou.

THE SUPERVISOR CONTESTS. 


The supervisor contests in the three townships that elect 
this fall are already in full swing. All three incumbents 
are out for re-election— two on the democratic side, and one 
republican. The board may now be said to be democratic in 
politics, owing to the recent flop of John Strollni from an in­ 
dependent squarely into the Bourbon fold. Whether this 
acrobatic feat will strengthen the local democracy as it was 
designed to do, or help the erstwhile independent to re-elec­ 
tion on his new-found political alliance, remains to be seen. 
Generally speaking, voters have little use for politicians of 
the wobbly sort, particularly when the wobbling spirit is en­ 
gendered by a desire to get or keep in office. It is a fair infer­ 
ence that the democratic candidate will be expected, if elected, 
to do something in return'for the party nomination, and the 
conclusion in this regard is that he will stand in with the 
democratic clique to which he owes his nomination. This 
in itself should be distasteful enough to the voters to cause 
them to go over to the other side. Public sentiment is in 
favor of the overthrow of ring domination. Regardless of the 
individual qualifications of the candidates, this is the real 
issue in the local campaign. “Shall the people rule” is the 
vital question that appeals to every citizen at this time. Let 
us have a change in the complexion of the board. It is plain 
to be seen that every nomination on the part of the democracy 
aims at the perpetuation of the existing clique. It behooves 
the people to smash the slate, by casting their ballots against 
those candidates whose election means merely the continu­ 
ance of the present discredited administration. 


In Jackson the supervisor fight is between the dealer in 
ice (Strohm) and the dealer in lightning (Burrow). Strohm 
is the manufacturer and dispenser of ice, while Burrow is the 
local manager of the elecrtic light company, a dispenser of 
fire in its most potent form. In a contest between these twe 
forces, lightning ought to have a decided advantage. 


According to reports Wes. Amick is making a very de- 
:ermined effort for relection as supervisor in township two, 
,vith excellent prospects of landing a winner. He under­ 
stands the business of vote-getting to a dot. The voters are 
settling down to the conviction that there is nothing to be 
gained by a change of representatives. It would doubtless 
mean a bracing up of the reigning coterie, and the voters cer­ 
tainly ought to be averse to doing anything tending in that 
Erection. 


There never was a presidential campaign in which the can- 
idates themselves indulged in so much criticism of each 
ther through the newspapers as the present. The average 
oter is bewildered in the maze of charges and counter 
harges. And with it all there is an apathetic feeling among 
he masses which is unaccountable, except on the theory that 
o new vital issue is involved to awaken enthusiasm, It takes 
leas freighted in the public mind with weal or woe to the 
atiou to move men to enthusiastic participation in a national 
anvass. The only live issue is the tariff. This has been 
hreshed over so often that voters have made up their minds 
oncerning it. Taft is on that side which has never failed to 
•ring prosperity. Democratic tariff fixing has never failed 
o bring distress and business depression. On this historical 
ecord Taft should prove an easy winner. 


Proposed Leqlslatlon Outlined. 


At the recent session of the County 
nnrl city school superintendents held 
At l'flboe Tavern, Nevada county, a 
committee on ways and means was Ap­ 
pointed consisting of I’rof. Mark 
Keppel, of Los Angeles, Piof. Wilson 
of El Dorado, and Prof. H. A. Adrinn 
of Santa liHrbsrA, who hnve outlined 
the following proposed legislation: 
Superintendent of 
Schools.— To 
provide for election of supts. for four 
years hy all districts having '20 or 
more teachers regularly employed, 
Union of Distrihts.— To provide for 
union of districts tor supervisión. 
Valuation of School ’ .operty.^-To 
provide that, assessor 
shall value 
school property and report to super­ 
intendent hy the llrst, ot June. 
Veto Power Vnsted in Superintend­ 
ents.--To provide that tcaohors shall 
bo selected by trustees and by board 
of education and then submitted to 
conuty supt. 
Teachers to whom he 
objects shall be elected ouiy by un­ 
animous vote of board. 
School Census.—To 
provide for 
bionuiai cousus in oven numbered 
years. 
For other numbered years 
increase or decrease funds in pro­ 
portion to inorease or decrease in 
average daily attendance of preceding 
school year. 
To give county supts. 
power to appoint 
census marshal 
when trustees fall. 
T o give state 
supts. power to approve or reject 
county census and have same retaken 
at expenso or the county. 
To re­ 
quire names of-heads ot families list­ 
ed to be arranged alpbbetienlly. 
l'o 
require street num ber and P. O. 
address on tiled blanks. 
T’c require verification of filed slip 
by signature of parent or guardian 
or one of children enumerated. 
Appointment.—To require that 3700 
be apportioned to first teacher in dis­ 
trict; other teachers 8550 as now. 
Lids. —That trustees and boards ot 
education shall advertise for bids ot 
8500 or more and accept the lowest 
responsible bidder. Hoards of super-; 
visors must sell short bonds and ad­ 
vertise same for two weeks. 
Health. — Kelieve schools of duty of 
euforciug vaccination Jaws. 
County Hoards.—To abolish county 
boards and delegate tbeir powers to 
school supts. except iu case of county 
high schools, where supt. shall chouse 
the board of three members. 
Koports.—To withhold 
salary of 
teacher and city supt. till report is 
tiled and accepted. 
County High School.— Authorize 
county boards to build and lepair 
bigb school buildings. 
Amend Constitution on Taxation.— 
To give county superintendent sole 
power to fix amount to be raised, 
boards of education sole power to 
raise money for high school aud 
trustees sole power to raise district 
tax. To demand the retention ot poll 
tax.High School Tax.—Increase high 
school state tax to three cents aud 
require all high schools where the 
average daily attendance is 2(XJ or 
more to hare 6-year course of study. 
Provide a law that all graduates ot 
high schools on four-year course of 
study or more, snail bo eligible to 
entrance to state university without 
further examination. 
To provide a law that the holding 
of teachers’ examinations be made 
optional in the counties.
